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Lompocan 
arraigned on 
arson charge

An 18-year-old Lompoc man was arraigned in Lompoc Municipal Court this morn­ 
ing on burglary and arson charges stem m ing from the July 2 fire in Ryon Park that 
destroyed an estimated $50,000 worth of youth athletic equipment. 
Police Chief J.D. Smith made the announcement in company with chief in­ 
vestigator on the case. Sgt Vernon Stevens. Dep Dist. Atty. David Stanley sat in on 
the press conference. 
Eddie Dean Mitchell of 829 W. Cherry Ave., was arrested last Friday at 5:30 p.m. 
following questioning bv detectives. He was booked on charges of burglary and arson. 
In court today, Judge Terrill F. Cox ordered the man to return on Wednesday for 
the appointment of an attorney, and upped the m an’s bail from an original $5,000 to 
$7,500. 
Stevens said the investigation is continuing and that arrests are pending against 
three juveniles in burglary aspects of the case. 
Stevens praised the role played by Lompoc Record and the newspaper’s editor 
Harry Crompe in the arrest of Mitchell. Crompe had announced a reward offered by 
the Record s general manager Rennie L. Adam. During the days im mediately follow­ 
ing the fire, a number of informants cam e to Crompe with information on the case. 
Stevens said information of all informants including several, who cam e directly to 
police, proved to be accurate, 
Stevens said the arrest culminated communications from “a series of informants.” 
The detective said, 
the biggest problem from the outset was to make a case out of 
all the details.” 
All that cam e together last Friday. Stevens said he asked Mitchell to com e to the 
station for further questioning. The arrest followed soon after. 
Stevens and Smith were tight-lipped about some aspects of the investigation on the 
instructions of Stanley, who said he feared that the revelation of some of the more in­ 
timate details might jeopardize prosecution of the case.

The agency today quoted a military 
spokesman as saying, “Our popular 
forces managed to repel and annihilate 
the invading forces in the oasis of 
Jaghboub,” located about 25 m iles inside

had hit Jaghoub to “attack saboteur 
cam ps,” but withdrew when Sadat is­ 
sued his cease-fire order. 
The Libyan news agency called on all

LUSD, teachers agree 
tentatively on contract 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - An indepen­ 
dent task force reported today the 
government has failed to make major oil 
com panies com ply with its pricing 
regulations, leaving perhaps billions of 
dollars in overcharges undetected or un­ 
punished. 
The task force, formed May 13 by 
Federal Energy Adm inistrator John 
O’Leary, said FEA regulatory com ­ 
pliance efforts have been “ ineffective” 
since the 1973-’74 oil embargo. It recom­ 
mended a major overhaul to correct the 
situation as soon as possible. 
Task force chief Stanley Sporkin. who 
normally is director of enforcement for 
the Securities and Exchange Com­ 
mission, recommended that a special 
team of auditors and lawyers be formed 
to investigate the 15 largest oil refiners 
for overcharges and pricing rule viola­ 
tions. 
He said putting the emphasis on the 15 
biggest refiners would yield the largest 
return because those companies handle 
70 per cent of the dollar volume of the en­ 
tire industry. 
Sporkin said the overcharges to be 
found “ possibly amount to several 
billions of dollars.” O’Leary agreed with 
that figure. 
The Sporkin task force delivered a 
major indictment of efforts under the 
Nixon and Ford administrations to en­ 
force rules adopted to make sure oil 
companies did not reap windfall profits 
from the energy shortage. 
It reported finding a large backlog of 
unaudited firm s and transactions going 
all the way back to the 1973-74 embargo. 
In addition, it said, there are some 3,700 
audits that have started but have not 
been completed. 
Without a “ bold new initiative” to 
clear up the audit backlog, price viola­ 
tions dating back to the embargo may go 
undected until the mid-1980s, the report 
said 
The farther we get away from 1973- 
’74. the less likely we are to make major 
recoveries (of overcharges),” Sporkin 
said. 
The report said between Julv !, 1974. 
and June 30, 1977, the FEA settled cases 
involving $518 8 million in price rule 
violations. As of June 30. it said, there 
were 3.595 open audits including 1.028 
with potential violations totaling $17 
billion 
O'Leary said part of the problem in the 
past was that the FEA was created to 
deal with an emergency and many of its 
regulations, adopted in a crisis at­ 
mosphere. were fuzzy. He said oil com­ 
panies as a result interpreted the rules in 
their own favor. 
FEA officals identified the 15 largest 
refining companies in the nation as Exx­ 
on. Standard of Indiana, Shell, Texaco, 
Standard of California, 
Mobil, Gulf. 
Atlantic 
R ichfield, 
Sun, 
Marathon, 
Union. Conoco. Phillips, Cities Service 
and Getty-Skelly. 
A spokesman said those probably 
would be the targets of the new effort. 
“Unfortunatly,” the Sporkin report 
said, “ to date the FEA’s efforts to 
secure compliance from our nation’s 
major refiners have been a failure.”

WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - President 
Carter, answering criticism that he did 
not keep his campaign promises to 
blacks, told the Urban League today his 
welfare program will create one million 
new jobs. 
“ I’ve been in office now for six 
months.” Carter told the League’s an­ 
nual convention. “ I have no apologies to 
m ake.” 
Vernon Jordan, the league’s executive 
director, criticized Carter Sunday, say­ 
ing “black people, having tasted the 
sweetness of victory in November, re­ 
sent the sour taste of disappointment in 
July .. We resent unfulfilled promises of 
jobs, com prom ises to win conservative 
support and the continued acceptance of 
high unemployment.” 
In his sp eech . C arter listed the 
programs he had begun for the poor, in­ 
cluding a new requirement that 10 per 
cent of all subcontracts in the public 
works bill go to minority groups 
He 
predicted unem ploym ent could be 
“perhaps as low as 6.5 per cent by the 
end of the year, with a trend downward ” 
Carter said the major goal of his ad­ 
ministration is to assure that “all those 
who are able to work should be able to 
find work.” 
The President went on, explaining: 
“This emphasis on work for those who 
are able is not discriminatory, is not 
moving backward. We want for people to 
not be dependent on governm ent... (but) 
be able to stand on their own feet.” 
In his welfare proposal, the President 
said, “there will be an additional one 
million job opportunities. Our goal is for 
every sin g le fam ily to have ... a 
guaranteed job by the government.” 
Carter drew a sm ile from Jordan and 
applause from the audience when he 
said, “I hope in the months ahead I’ll he 
able to work closely with Vernon Jordan 
— at the White House.

Furthermore, he said, the number of 
public service jobs will be doubled from 
310.000 to 600,000 by Sept. 30 and to

per cent of the increase is in effect yet 
since the program began in June and. he 
said, “w e’re adding 15,000 jobs per 
week.” 
Carter said he soon will send Congress 
proposals for welfare reform which will 
emphasize jobs. “ Our goal,” he said,” is 
for all those who want to work to be able 
to find work, so that they can be indepen­ 
dent, and proud, and self-sufficient. The 
President also cited his program to 
provide $15 billion for jobs for un­ 
employed youth, doubling of the size of

EPA had suggested Exxon 
could operate with some im­ 
p u n ity o ffsh o re from the 
Gaviota area if it would agree 
to reduce em issions at its 
facilities in another air basin, in

Meanwhile, the county has 
delegated Supervisors Fletcher

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Study warns more 
fossil fuel use may 
harm atmosphere

A new scientific report warns that con­ 
tinued use of fossil fuel, especially coal, could increase the a t­ 
mosphere s carbon dioxide with possibly catastrophic results 
A National Research Council report Sunday said the increased 
percentages of carbon dioxide could bring far-reaching clim ate 
changes in the next 50 years.

and solar alternatives to fossil fuels pre­ 
sent difficulties, but clim ate changes from expanded fossil fuel 
burning 
m ay be so severe as to leave no other choice.” 
r Roger Revelle, chairman of the com m ittee which studied the 
problem , called for a $20 million-plus annual research effort so the 
clim atic effects of an atm osphere far richer in carbon dioxide will 
be known 50 years from now when the problem starts getting 
serious. 


researcher from Harvard University and the University 
of California at San Diego, said it probably would be all right to use 
more coal for the next 30 years “ but we can ’t get the coal habit if 
these clim atic effects turn out deleterious.” 
T Je council research arm of the Nationai Academy of Sciences, 
said continued fossil fuel use and growing energy needs probably 
will increase the amount of carbon dioxide in the atm osphere four 
to eight tim es by the year 2000 to 2150 That extra carbon dioxide 
probably would last at least 1,000 years. 
E xtra carbon dioxide in itself is not harm ful, but acts like a 
greenhouse in the atm osphere, trapping the sun’s heat and w arm ­ 
ing the air at levels closest to ground. 
The report said the most serious effects of possible clim ate 
changes could be felt along boundaries of arid and sem i-arid 
regions. 
The world society could probably adjust itself, given sufficient 
tim e and a sufficient degree of international cooperation.” the 
report said “ But over shorter tim es, the effects might be adverse 
perhaps even catastrophic.” 
A four- to eightfold increase in carbon dioxide in 175 to 200 years 
might result in an 11-to 16-degree Fahrenheit increase in the mean 
global tem perature, the report said. 
Such tem peratures would have profound effects. 
Ocean w aters would become w arm er with a resulting rise in sea 
levels of three feet that might flood low-lying metropolitan areas 
Som e sea ice would melt, but the com m ittee said it is impossible to 
predict what would happen to the polar ice caps 
Frost-free growing seasons would move northward in the 
Northern Hem isphere and sum m er tem peratures in middle 
latitudes might become so high that the corn belt in Iowa. Illinois, 
Indiana and M issouri would have to be moved into Canada 
Air richer in carbon dioxide would help plant growth, and there 
would be more rain, but increased evaporation might wipe out its 
benefits

Dance, performed in four parts, 
honors the crow, who tradition­ 
ally warned Indians of intrud­ 
ers in their cam ps by squawk­ 
ing and hopping about on tree 
lim bs. It is done only when the 
Comanches are at peace. 
Leaders of the Comanche and 
U te 
Nations gathered in a 
sacred white tepee Sunday to 
sign a treaty officially ending 
centuries of w arfare between 
their tribes. A fter the cerem o­ 
ny, guarded from the eyes of 
white men by an honor guard of 
w arriors ringing the tepee, a 
Comanche elder told assem bled 
Indians of the tre aty ’s sig ­ 
nificance.

learned Sunday. 
DeWitt C Henry, 26, an un­ 
employed truck driver, will be 
arraigned today on six counts of 
m urder and two counts of at­ 
tem pted murder. In addition, 
the Klam ath F alls district at­ 
torney’s office is investigating 
the p o ssib ility of filin g a 
seventh murder charge because 
one victim w as eight months 
pregnant 
Henry’s wife. Vikki, 25, who 
had filed for divorce against her 
husband of five months, said he 
cam e to her home Thursday 
and threatened to kill her. 
“ He w as waving a gun around 
... he pointed the gun at my 
head and said, ‘I’m going to kill 
you ' I said I would go with him 
in the truck if he prom ised not 
to hurt me He took me in the 
truck and we drove way out 
east of town 
“ He said he w as going to kill 
him self in front of me. I flipped 
out and ... told him to drop the 
gun He threw it in a field and 
we went back to town.” 
She said a neighbor had called 
the police after she and Henry 
left, and “ If I had gotten the 
help I needed, those shootings 
wouldn’t have happened Those 


people would not be dead ” 
State Police said Mrs. Henry 
was contacted later and de­ 
clined to press charges against 
her husband 
Authorities said Henry had 
been asked to leave Uncle 
A lbert’s bar — where he had 
worked more than a year ago as 
a bouncer — Friday night after 
being involved in two fights He 
apparently went to another bar 
where custom ers heard him say 
he was going to return to Uncle 
Albert’s to get revenge 
The shootings occurred short­ 
ly after 2 a.m . Saturday when 
the victims were leaving the 
bar 
They were struck with 
bullets from a 233-caliber rifle, 
a model an officer said could 
fire 10 shots in three seconds 
“The one he wanted to kill was 
hit right between the ey es,” a 
state trooper said.

Flood may 
threaten 
Johnstown 


JOHNSTOWN, Pa (U PI) - 
Communities dotting the Cone­ 
maugh River Valley — just 
starting to dig them selves out 
from the worst flooding of the 
century — braced them selves 
for a possible onslaught of more 
heavy thunderstorms and flash 
floods 


The National Weather Ser­ 
vice issued a flash flood watch 
Sunday for western Pennsyl­ 
vania and warned the most 
vulnerable areas were those 
where at least 51 lives were lost 
and $200 million dam age done in 
heavy flooding last week. 


State police said the con­ 
firmed death count was 51 — 
with 44 identified. 


Four bodies of apparent flood 
victim s 
were found 
floating 
Sunday in Conemaugh River 
Dam flood control project near 
B lairsv ilie, 30 m iles down­ 
stream from Johnstown. 


“ The potential is there for 
rain heavy enough on already 
satu rated soil to cau se the 
w ater to completely run off and 
cause m ore flooding,” said an 
NWS spokesman. 


“ These thunderstorms will be 
hit and m iss Some areas will 
see rain and som e won’t. But 
we’re warning people, especial­ 
ly in low-lying areas and areas 
near stream s and rivers, so 
they can take precautions.” 


The spokesm an said m ore 
than one inch of rain could fall 
in three hours from a line of 
heavy thunderstorms moving 
southwest 
to northeast. 
The 
thunderstorms were expected 
to end Monday night. 


The U S 
Army C orps of 
Engineers continued to check 
dam s in the area for weaknes­ 
ses Three dam s — the Laurel 
Run. Sandy Run and Peggy Run 
dam s on Conem augh R iver 
tributaries — burst following 
last W ednesday’s sudden flood 


“ We wouldn’t anticipate any 
more problem s, but it’s dif­ 
ficult to predict how much rain 
we re going to have If it’s like 
last week, all bets are off.” said 
a corps spokesm an 


Meanwhile, the search for 
more victim s of the disaster 
went on. Andy Bowser, leading 
a pack of volunteer firemen 
se arch in g 
for 
decom posed 
bodies in the Solom an Run 
housing project, said the bodies 
were causing odors. 


“ Our best method here is to 
sm ell and snoop.” Bowser said. 
At least 1,200 were hom eless 
and staying in em ergency care 
centers Sunday. The Red Cross 
officially said “ about 100" were 
unaccounted for. 
“ The number drops all the 
time, however, as people turn 
up,” said Vincent Vetrone, a 
Red C ross spokesman.

Man accused of killing foster 
brother's family to be arraigned 


Hanafis 
found 
guilty 


W ATERBURY, Conn. (UPI) 
— The man they called “ Uncle 
Lom e” faces arraignm ent in 
the sla y in g of the seven 
children, niece and wife of his 
foster brother, whose bodies 
were found in their fire-gutted 
home in Connecticut’s largest 
m ass murder. 


Lom e J . Acquin, 27, was to 
appear today in W aterbury 
Superior Court for allegedly 
killing M rs. Cheryl Beaudoin, 
29, her seven children age four 
to 12, and her six-year-old niece 
before dawn Friday, then set­ 
ting fire to their six-room rural 
home. 


His foster brother, Frederick 
Beaudoin, 32, now in seclusion 
at his parents' Prospect home, 
was working the midnight shift 
at a nearby North Haven fac­ 
tory at the time of the killings

Vicky died March 2 of sw ell­ 
ing of the brain due to severe 
dehydration and a critically 
high sodium level in the blood 
The ju ry found “ im proper 
feeding by M rs 
and-or Mr 
E llis” contributed to her death 
M rs Ellis, 29, w as convicted 
of criminal neglect of one of her 
children in 1971 
That child, 
D arlene, died a y ear later. 
Another child, Brooks, drowned 
in 1975 when left unattended in 
a bathtub 
Two other E llis children are 
w ards of the court 
During the five-week inquest, 
the jury heard Vicky died one 
month after a Fam ily Court 


judge gave custody of the infant 
to the parents and two months 
after a court refused to grant 
the parents custody of one of 
their other children. 
The jury urged in-patient psy­ 
chiatric treatm ent for both 
parents, and said M rs 
Ellis 
should “ give up the idea of hav­ 
ing any m ore children ” 
If she doesn’t, “ the Children's 
Aid Societies should apprehend 
(future children) immediately 
upon birth " Mrs. E llis said 
repeatedly during the inquest 
she intended to have m ore 
children 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The 
judge called the verdict “ m er­ 
cifu l," the 12 Hanafi Muslim 
defendants and their fam ilies 
remained silent and some of the 
jurors cried 
Strangely, both the prosecu­ 
tion and most of the 12 defense 
law yers said they were pleased 
with the verdict handed down

leading brave will shoot any dog 
he sees, so the crows will be 
safe ” 
Behind a procession of two 
dozen women dressed in red 
and white costum es decorated 
with beads and brass cam e a 
dozen b r a v e s with b l a c k 
breechcloths, symbolizing the 
crow 
The braves formed a 
wide circle and moved forward 
a few steps and then back a few, 
denoting the crow ’s warning 
m ovem ents from branch to 
branch 
The women, holding scalps in 
front of them, then danced the 
Scalp Dance to honor braves 
victorious in battle and the 
Black Knife Dance concluded 
with the braves and squaws 
joining in the Victory Dance. 
The dance has been p er­ 
formed only three times since 


1918 — at a July Bicentennial 
festival in Washington. DC. , 
last year; at a peace treaty 
ceremony at 
Lawton, Okla., 
also last year, and earlier this 
year at the Comanche Home­ 
coming at W alters.

Traveling art turns the community into art gallery

Some call Bobbie Grafton and Vi 
Edwards the “happy hangers” because 
they have such fun as they flit about 
turning the community of Lompoc into 
one big art gallery. 
You’re sure to have seen them at some 
time or other. Certainly everyone has 
They are chairman and co-chairman, 
respectively, of the Lompoc Valley Art 
Association’s Traveling Art Show. And 
as such, they are responsible for the en­ 
tire project of bringing art to the people. 
Actually, it was Carolyn Schultz who 
spearheaded the Traveling Art Show 
idea some years ago by hanging approx­ 
imately 40 paintings in six or seven 
places around town. 
But in 1975 the art association decided 
that with so many more people involved 
in painting, resuiting in so many more 
good artists, every painting member of 
the association should have an outlet for 
his hobby 
Grafton and Edwards took on the 
project w ith Lom poc Com m unity 
Hospital as their first major target. 
They were told they could put up a few in 
the lobby to “see how it goes ” 
It went so well with everyone from 
patients to doctors so excited about the 
idea that within a couple of weeks they 
had hung 75 paintings throughout the 
hospital. 
Word spread and soon they had 
requests from many other businesses to 
fill their walls with the paintings to be 
enjoyed by employes and customers 
alike. 
At the present time, the Traveling Art 
Show has around 500 paintings dis­ 
tributed on a rotating basis around town. 
Among these are 21 one-man shows 
The rest are in multiple showings by a 
variety of artists at the Convalescent 
Care Center. Lompoc Community 
Hospital and the Lompoc School Ad­ 
ministration Building. 
Pegboards of small paintings also are 
displayed at Mission Federal Savings, 
Imperial Savings ?n both the Village and 
in town, Crocker State Bank and First 
Valley Bank. 
The small paintings of flower fields, 
missions and other local scenes have 
become extremely popular as gifts of 
“something from Lompoc” purchased 


by bank customers. 
The Traveling Art Show assumes all 
responsibility for the paintings and each 
painting is catalogued immediately at 
the area where it’s placed. Artists with 
one-man shows make their own lists and 
send to Grafton after their area change 
each month. 


All other paintings are hung by 
Grafton and Edwards who enjoy their 
“wo^k” so much because it obviously br­ 
ings enjoyment to so many people. 
“If we had an art gallery,” Grafton 
says, “very few people could visit it dur­ 
ing the day.” But with the Traveling Art 
Show, they can enjoy the art while they 
go bout their daily business. 


People who see a painting they want to 
buy, make a down payment and the 
painting is marked “Sold.” They can 
take as long as six weeks to pay for it but 
may not take it home until it is complete­ 
ly paid for. 
The personnel of business establish­ 
ments where paintings hang are very 
gracious about making sales, Grafton 
says, taking checks and notifying her so 
the paintings can be replaced A hook is 
never left empty for long. 
“We couldn't operate without such ex­ 
cellent cooperation from everyone,” she 
says. 
The cooperation of fellow artists is im­ 
portant, too. “We encourage them to 
paint what they enjoy painting or doing 
— what makes them happy,” she says. 
And when the public offers construc­ 
tive criticism, they pass that along, too. 
so the artist may benefit from it. 
No com m issions are charged so 
paintings are priced within the range of 
almost anyone who wants some original 
art in his home 
The Traveling Art Show is in such de­ 
mand now. the chairmen cannot supply 
all areas requesting paintings so areas 
are selected on the basis of safety and on 
having good walls for display. 
It’s a lot of hard work for Grafton and 
Edwards. 
But, to them , it ’s all 
worthwhile. 
Their enjoyment comes from knowing 
how much people appreciate what 
they’re doing. 
They know they do Because people tell 
them so

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DEAR ABBY: After reading your 
response to CONFUSED regarding 
ERA, I am still confused. 
You stated that “The ERA means that 
women will be subject to the draft.” I 
have read various articles by people sup­ 
porting the ERA that have said over and 
over that the power to draft women, if 
they should be needed to serve, already 
exists. The U.S. Constitution grants this 
power and the ERA will not really affect 
it. 
What do your experts say? Does the 
power to draft women already exist or 
not? This seems to be the main com­ 
plaint against the passing of the ERA 
Please set us straight on this part of a 
very important issue Thank you. 
FAITHFUL READER 
DEAR FAITHFUL READER: Under 
the present law, women are precluded 
from being drafted by Section 453 of Title 
50 of the United States Code. Once the 
ERA is ratified, the Congress will be 
required to treat men and women equal­ 
ly with respect to the draft. This means 
that both men and women who meet the 
physical and other requirements, and 
who are not exempt or deferred by law, 
will be subject to conscription. 
Of course the ERA will not require 
that all women serve in the military any 
more than under present law all men are 
now required to serve. Those women 
who are physically or mentally un­ 
qualified, or who are conscientious 
objectors, or who are exempt because of 
their responsibilities (certain public of­ 
ficials, or those with dependents) 
will 
not have to serve Thus the fear that 
mothers will be conscripted from their 
children into military service under the 
ERA is totally unfounded. 
Congress has always had the power to 
draft women by legislating such a 
change. It almost did so in World War II 
But the law as it currently stands does 
prohibit the drafting of women.

Trustees award $269,320 
contract for 2 new wells 


Based on its low bid of 


$269,320, trustees of Improve­ 
ment District No. 1 of the Santa 
Ynez River Water Conservation 
District Friday night awarded a 
contract to Beylik Drilling Co. 
of La Habra for the drilling of 
two new wells in the Los Olivos 
area. 
Provisions of the contract, 


awarded at a special meeting, 
according to district manager 
Thomas M Petersen, are sub­ 
ject to final approval by the 
U S 
Bureau of Reclamation 


which is providing the district 
with $240,000 in interest-free 
loan funds under the terms of 
an emergency drought program 
to aid in the project. The loan 
will be liquidated over a 12-year 
period 


Petersen revealed that the 


bid of the La Habra firm “ was 
close to the estimate” of dis­ 
trict engineer Thomas M. 
Stetson. 


A second bid for the well 


drilling amounting to $398,000 
was submitted by Valley Pump 
and Supply of Santa Ynez. 


Because only a single bid was 


submitted, a $71,000 offer of 
Valley Pump and Supply to 
develop pump and well stations 
was rejected by the trustees As 
a result, the board called for a 
resubmission of bids by Aug 5. 
After receiving bureau ap­ 
proval, the La Habra firm is 
scheduled to move its drilling 
equipment onto a district- 
owned well site along Alamo 


Pintado Creek at Roblar and 
Grand Avenue within the next 
two days. 


In the meantime, the district 
is continuing its negotiations 
for acquisition of well site No. 
2 First choice is on a portion of 
the Lucian Ranch property 
adjacent to Highway 154 and 
the alternate is located on the 
old Los Olivos School District 
grounds at the corner of Alamo 
Pintado Avenue and Highway 
154 


The two new wells are being 
drilled to increase the supply of 
water for the Los Olivos area as 
well as other portions of the ex­ 
pansive district, which includes

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Oil imports 
THE BETTER HALF♦ 
will go up, 
say surveys

TULSA, Okla. (UPI) - Both 
the demand for oil and well 
drilling activity will surpass 
previous records in the United 
States this year, but the oil in­ 
dustry again will turn to In­ 
creased imports to close the 
supply-demand gap, according 
to the Oil and Gas Journal. 
The two midyear forecasts 
based on the weekly oil industry 
magazine’s own surveys appear 
in today’s issue and update 
earlier projections made in 
January. 
Demand for crude oil and 
petroleum products will reach 
18.636 million barrels per day 
during 1977. a 6.8 per cent in­ 
crease over the record 1976 
rate, the Journal said. Pe­ 
troleum demand during the 
first half of 1977 was 8.3 per 
cent greater than the same 
period last year. 
Factors pushing the demand 
gain include a healthier U.S. 
economy, colder than usual 
first quarter weather and cur­ 
tailment of natural gas supplies 
to industry, the Journal said. 
Industry placed heavier de­ 
mands on fuel oils to take the 
place of the curtailed natural 
gas. 
Summer demand has risen in 
the hot. dry Western states 
where utilities and industries 
have turned to fuel oil for power 
b ecause of a d eclin e in 
hydroelectric output 


Angeles blaze 
burns more than 
3.000 acres 


ALTADENA, Calif. (UPI) — 
Wind-whipped flam es have 
charred more than 3.000 acres 
of dense tinder-dry brush in a 
remote, uninhabited area of 
Angeles National Forest and 
sent billows of smoke over the 
Los Angeles Basin. 


Two helicopters fighting the 
blaze collided late Sunday while 
hovering over the Mill'Creek 
Sum m it Station 17 m iles 
northeast of Pasadena. Two 
firefighters 
reportedly suf­ 
fered head injuries and were 
rushed to County-USC Medical 
Center. 


Condition of the injured men 
was unknown 


Thirteen aircraft bombarded 
the flames Sunday aiding the 
1.000 firefighters manning 
three fronts. Low humidity 
readings and tem peratures 
nearing 100 degrees w ere 
hampering efforts to douse the 
blaze. 


The fire was “ completely out 
of control,” according to a U.S. 
Forest Service spokesman, who 
estim ated “ it may be days 
before containment.” No in­ 
jures were reported and only 
one stru c tu re — a radio 
repeater — was damaged.

Lawmakers begin work on 
school finance measure 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Six 
legislators today begin to forge 
a compromise between two 
rival bills which would alter 
California’s method of financ­ 
ing schools. 
A conference committee of 
three assemblymen and three 
senators, who are interrupting 
their summer recess, will at­ 
tempt to present to the full 
legislature a bill that will meet 
the California Supreme Court’s 
Serrano decision on school 
funding. 
The court ruled that the state 
must equalize the funding gap 
between rich and poor school 
districts. 
A $3.5 billion p roposal 
(SB525) by Sen Albert Rodda, 
D-Sacramento, limits itself 
strictly to meeting the order to 
equalize school financing be- 


tween rich and poor districts. 
It would provide about $430 
million in school aid in the next 
year, rising to $1 billion in the 
fifth year. 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown J r.’s 
rival measure (AB65) carried 
by 
A sse m b ly m a n L ero y 
Greene, D-Sacramento, would 
spend a total of $4.6 billion and 
would include funds for school 
reform and restructuring. 
It calls for spending $341 
million the first year, increas­ 
ing to $1.4 billion the fifth year. 
Greene will act as conference 
committee chairman. Rodda is 
also a member of the panel as 
are Sens. Ralph C. Dills. D- 
Gardena, and William Camp­ 
bell, R-Hacienda Heights, and 
Assemblymen Gary Hart, D- 
Santa B arbara, and Dixon 
Arnett. R-Redwood City. 


Corpse' interrupts 
plans for his funeral 


MIDLAND, "Mich. (UPI) - 
Funeral Director Gerald Miner 
blinked his eyes in disbelief. 
“ Thirty (30) years in the 
business, and I’ve never had a 
corpse walk in on me before.” 
he declared. 
The “ corpse” was Steven 
Farison. 20. who was incorrect­ 
ly identified as the victim of a 
fiery traffic accident early 
Saturday. He walked into 
Miner’s funeral parlor that day 
as his m other, Jeanniene 
Haapala of Flint, Mich., was 
making arrangements for his 
burial. 
Mrs. Haapala said she turned 
away from the funeral home 
desk and became “so weak I 
couldn’t even stand up,” Steve 
was standing in front of her. 
“This is a hell of a place for a 
family reunion." he said 
Flustered authorities in Mid­ 
land soon discovered they had 
inaccurately identified a man’s 
charred body Saturday in the 
wreck that also killed Peggy 
Wilcox, 18, and Julie Loose. 17, 
both of Midland. Early Sunday, 
authorities were able to iden­ 
tify the real victim as Bruce 
Beebe. 19, of Midland. 
“We were halfway through 
making the (funeral) arran­ 


gements,” said Mrs. Haapala. 
“ It’s quite a shock. I just 
pitched forward on the desk and 
cried.” 
Farison. a son by a previous 
marriage and now living away 
from home, had been in the car 
with the victims before the ac­ 
cident. 
Saginaw County Sheriff De­ 
partment officers spent 90 
minutes with Mrs Haapala and 
her husband Saturday asking 
about their son’s jewelry, teeth 
and any other traits that could 
help identify the burned body. 
Statements from the couple led 
investigators to identify the 
body as that of Farison. 
But as the couple started 
making funeral arrangements, 
Farison’s cousin, Patricia 
Robinson, spotted the supposed 
victim riding a bicycle down a 
city street 
“I said ‘My God, what are 
you doing9 Your mom is mak­ 
ing f u n e r a l a rra n ­ 
gements, ” ’ Miss Robinson said. 
“It was really freaky.” 
Farison, she said, was in 
tears because he had heard his 
friends were dead But he went 
to the funeral home to halt 
further planning of his own 
burial.

Heart of child flown 
200 miles to recipient 


RICHMOND, Va. (UPI) - 
After waiting a week for a new 
heart, Donald Pello now has 
one A 9-year-old girl died of a 
stroke in Philadelphia Satur­ 
day, and her heart was flown 
200 miles for him 
Pello underwent a 10-hour, 
“long distance" heart tranplant 
Saturday which began with 
removing the organ from the 
child shortly after she died in 
Philadelphia and taking it to 
Richmond where the heart was 
implanted in him. 
The heart, accompanied by a 
team of surgeons, was tran­ 


sported aboard a chartered jet 
and kept in an ice-packed 
sterile saline solution. 
Although Pello s new heart is 
much smaller than the one it 
replaces, physicians think it 
will keep him alive. 
“Doctors feel it will work,” 
an MCV spokesman said. “His 
vital signs are a little weak but 
this is to be expected with as 
serious an operation as this.” 
Pello’s operation was the se­ 
cond “long distance” trans­ 
plant conducted at MCV in 
about 48 hours and third since 
the hospital began the practice 


Fishermen find creature 
formerly thought to be extinct 


TOKYO (UPI) - A Japanese 
professor says a 44-foot sea 
monster dredged up by Japa­ 
nese fishermen off New Zea­ 
land is a plesiosaurus — a 
creature thought to be extinct 
for more than 100 million years. 
Tokio Shikama, a scholar of 
ancient animals at Yokohama 
National University, named the 
creature Sunday after examin­ 
ing color pictures of it brought 
back to Japan by the fisher­ 
men. 
He told reporters it could not 
be a fish or a mammal. 


“It has to be a plesiosaurus,” 
S h i k a m a 
s a i d. 
" T h e s e 
creatures still roam the seas off 
New Zealand feeding on fish. 
There are not many of them and 
they are very cautious.” 
Crewmen on a trawler owned 
by the Taiyo Fisheries Co. 
reported last Wednesday they 
netted the two-ton corpse of the 
creature about 980 feet below 
the surface of -the sea while 
operating off Christchurch, 
New Zealand. 
A crewman took several 
photographs of the reptile and 


measured it carefully before it 
was thrown back into the sea. 
The fishermen said the body 
was in an advanced state of 
decay, and feared that it would 
contaminate their fish catch if 
taken aboard. 
But they brought back a nine- 
inch piece of tissue from the 
creature, brown in color and 
divided into three whisker-like 
portions at the tip. 
The tissue is being examined 
by scientists at the Ocean 
Fishery Resources Develop­ 
ment Center in Tokyo.

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VA uses satellites 
to link hospitals 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — The 
Veterans Administration is ex­ 
perimenting with space satel- 
iites to link remotely located 
hospitals in western states via 
two-way television broadcasts. 
The telecasts may be used for 
education programs or for con­ 
sultations, VA Administrator 
Max Cleland said Sunday. 
He said the experiments will 
be used to determine whether a 
national satellite network link­ 
ing all VA hospitals would be 
valuable. 
The agency first used satel­ 
lites for medical consultation 
via television in 1974 when 10 
hospitals in Appalachia par­ 
ticipated in weekly broadcasts 
for 11 months. 
Under a new trial program 
beginning in September, 31 VA 
hospitals in 11 western states 
and as many as 10 other institu­ 
tions, such as medical schools, 
will participate in weekly, two- 
way telecasts for 15 months, 
Cleland said. 
Using a communications sa- 


tellite launched from Cape 
Canaveral, Fla., in January, 
1976, telecasts from various 
points in the nation will be 
relayed to hospital receivers 
for viewing by staff. Staff mem­ 
bers, using telephone confer­ 
ence lines, will be able to ask 
questions and discuss clinical 
problems.

Antibiotic 
causes illness, 
checked by FDA 


C LEV ELA N D (U P I) - The 
Federal Drug Administration 
and a drug m anufacturer a re in­ 
vestigating an antibiotic called 
K e f lin , 
which 
apparently 
caused adverse reactions in 16 
Cleveland Clinic patients, the 
hospital said today. 
Keflin is used to prevent 
bacterial infections and is 
frequently administered follow­ 
ing surgery. 
One heart patient and a 
women whose leg had been am­ 
putated experienced momen­ 
tary heart failure after being 
given the drug, according to Dr 
William S Kiser, chairman of 
the hospital's board of gover­ 
nors He said the illnesses were 
caused by a contaminated solu­ 
tion of Keflin and sterile water 
administered intravenously. 
“ We probably just got a bad 
batch," said Kiser 
He said 
once it was determined that all 
victims had Keflin treatment, 
doctors treated each with cor­ 
tisone, a powerful antidote. 
Other patients' 
reactions, 
Kiser said, included convul­ 
sions, vomiting, chills and sud­ 
den high fevers. He declined to 
release the victims’ names. 
"Hie FDA and the Center for 
Disease Control, Atlanta, were 
notified of the patients' reac­ 
tions, Kiser said, adding that 
Eli Lilly & Co., the firm that 
produces Keflin, also is assist­ 
ing in the FDA investigation.

Test sweater before dyeing 


P O L L Y ’S P R O B L E M 


DEAR POLLY — I have too many white sw eaters and 
would like to learn how to dye a white sw eater dark 
blue - E M H 
DEAR E.M.H. — Some polyesters and acrylics will 
not absorb dye at well as others so it Is necessary to test 
a small swatch. This is sometimes hard with a sweater 
as there are no wide seams or hems to cut away but do 
flad some place even if you have to sacrifice a pocket. 
Follow directions explicitly and those in the dye box will 
give all the necessary laformation. Do be sure the 
sweater is clean and DAMP (not even one small dry 
spot) or It will show up differently after the dyeing. Do 
be careful not to overcrowd garments in the vessel be­ 
ing nsed for the dyeing. —POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY - While doing my spring house cleaning I 
noticed my plastic pail was leaking and when I held it up to the 
light a couple of sm all holes or cracks w ere visible I wanted 
to get on with the job so I squeezed a sm all am ount of bathtub 
sealer on the outside of the pail, over and into the cracks, and 
then smoothed it out with a moistened finger That was 
several weeks ago and I am still using the pail.

WASHINGTON — The bizarre story 
can now be told of a subtle attem pt by 
Yugoslavia to trade a jailed A m erican 
for inform ation from the FBI. 
President T ito’s secret police, known 
by the dread initials UDB. had been anx­ 
ious to exchange inform ation with the 
FBI. What the UDB 
re a lly 
w an ted , 
a c ­ 
cording to our sources, 
w as a c c e s s to th e 
F B I’s files on the anti- 
Tito em igres in the 
United States. 
But the FBI had no 
intention of sh arin g 
this inform ation with 
Tito’s police. Then in 
August, 1975, an oppor­ 
tunity cam e to apply 
some quiet pressure 
on Washington 
The UDB a r r e s te d an A m erican 
businessm an. Laszlo Toth, on charges of 
espionage He was accused of securing 
pictures of a Yugoslav sugar refinery, a 
facility of dubious m ilitary significance. 
It happened that Toth had been born 
and raised in Yugoslavia. As a young 
m an, he had worked at the sugar factory. 
He w anted the pictures strictly for non­ 
political reasons. 
M eanw hile, he had m oved to the 
United States w here he had becom e a 
citizen and had found em ploym ent with 
the G reat W estern Sugar Company. His 
1975 visit was a sentim ental journey to 
his hom eland 
Intelligence sources say that the UDB 
at first offered to release Toth if he 
would agree to spy against his adopted 
country He turned down the deal and 
w as hit w ith a jo ltin g , seven-year 
sentence 
T h is 
a ro u s e d 
th e n -A m b a s s a d o r 
Laurence Silberm an. a form er Justice 
D epartm ent hotshot, who reviewed the 
case and concluded that the Yugoslavs 
m ust have known Toth was innocent 
Silberm an deduced, therefore, that they 
had som e other reason than suspected 
espionage for holding Toth. 
S ilb e rm a n b e g a n b a d g e rin g th e 
Yugoslav foreign m inistry with dem ands 
for T oth’s release. When the diplom at 
gave him the brush-off, he went directly 
to the m ost feared official in Yugoslavia, 
Interior M inister F ranjo H erljevic, who 
heads the secret police. 
H erljevic is skilled in the devious 
arts. With Balkan subtlety, he spoke to 
Silberm an first about Yugoslav em igres 
in the United States. Then H erljevic 
glided sm oothly into the question of 
Y ugoslavia's long-standing desire for 
liaison with the FBI 
Silberm an began m aking a case for 
Toth s im m ediate release. But H erljevic 
dism issed the form al argum ents Among 
friends, he said carefully, anything could 
be worked out. 
The b rillian t, if b rash . S ilberm an 
quickly grasped the m essage between 


the words. He suggested in dispatches to 
W ashington that H erljevic was offering a 
quid pro quo. If the United S tates would 
a g re e to th e F B I-U D B e x c h a n g e 
program , the A m bassador noted, Toth 
could be quickly cut loose. 
But 
Silberm an didn’t like the deal, 
which he considered to be extortionary. 
He took his com plaint straight to the 
Y ugoslav foreign office. 
The S tate 
D ep artm en t 
b u reau cracy , 
how ever, 
wouldn’t back up its am bassador. To 
them . Yugoslavia was a friendly nation. 
Toth continued to languish in his 
Balkan jail, therefore, for m onths. In the 
end. Silberm an went out of channels to 
liberate the Am erican businessm an. He 
learned that then-Treasury Secretary 
William Sim on, a tough operator, was 
preparing to visit Yugoslavia. 
P resident Tito was eager for the visit 
of Simon, who held the keys to m ore 
trade and m ore dollars But at Silber­ 
man s instigation. Simon threatened to 
cancel the trip as long as Toth rem ained 
in prison 
This produced a sudden “ pardon’’ for 
Toth from Tito him self There rem ained 
only the rep ercu ssio n s. The record 
show s th a t th e S ta te D e p a rtm e n t 
bureaucrats accused Silberm an of “ be­ 
ing too zealous ” He struck back with a 
d e n u n c ia tio n 
of 
th e 
d e p a rtm e n t’s 
obstructionists Toth had been “ innocent

declared

Disaster area 


Berry’s World

WASHINGTON — The governor of 
New York has asked the P resident of the 
United S tates to declare New York City a 
m ajor d isaster area 
Many A m ericans have long thought of 
it that way, but a form al declaration 
w ould p e rm it h u n d red s of ru in ed 
shopkeepers to apply for aid from the 
Small Business A dm inistration and other 
federal agencies which com fort the af­ 
flicted in situations not of their own m ak­ 
ing. 
Everybody knows that Consolidated 
Edison's grid system can be repaired 
They will prom ise that it will not happen 
again. But w hat nobody can prom ise is 
that if som e sim ilar m ishap occurs that 
the looting, vandalism and burning which 
followed it, will not be repeated. 
“ Now we know the w orst,” said a 
harried sta te official sardonically. “ We 
know w e’ve m ade no progress either 
with Con Ed since 1966 or with the ghet­ 
tos since 1968 Nothing has chanced.” 
Nineteen-sixty-eight was the year of 
the K erner Report on Civil D isorders, an 
inquiry ordered by P resident Lyndon 
Johnson in the wake of a series of urban 
rio ts, and headed by th e la te O tto 
K erner, then governor of Illinois. 
“ This is our basic conclusion,” said its 
m ost controversial findings “ Our nation 
is moving tow ards two socieites, one 
black, one w hite — separate and unequal 
... 
R eaction to last su m m e r’s d is­ 
orders has quickened the m ovem ent and 
deepended the division ... D iscrim ination 
and segregation have long perm eated 
m uch of A m erican life; 
they now 
threaten the future of every A m erican." 
Riots as bad followed that m elancholy 
verdict. 
But they were precipitated by 
the assassination of M artin Luther King, 
Jr. by a w hite man. The "an im als” of 
New York, as they w ere im m ediately 
called by horrified onlookers after the 
blackout and looting last week, had no 
grievance. They were fired by greed and 
vengeance and one of them said the Con 
E d’s “gross negligence” w as sim ply a 
God-given opportunity to get even. 
They turned on their own, as they did 
in the King riots. They didn’t head for 
Fifth Avenue. 
They robbed their own 
neighbors 
Black shopkeepers arm ed 
with m achetes raged and threatened in 
vain as black looters laid w aste to their 
property and dragged away their stocks. 
u wasn i a race riot, or event a riot at 
all, if you think a rioter needs a cause. 
They w eren’t out to “ get w hitey.” They 
just wanted to get som ething for nothing. 
“ It had a sociological context, but not 
a so cio lo g ical 
c o n te n t,” said one 
bewildered observer. 
“ 1 wanted to feel sym pathy for them ,” 
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sa id a w hite lib e ra l. “ But I was 
horrified 
They w ere mugging a city .” 
F or black politicians, it is a special 
anguish 
The usually jaunty Charles Rangel, 
whose district includes H arlem , was 
som bre as he hurried to an em ergency 
session with Rep. Elizabeth H oltzm an, 
D-N.Y., whose Brooklyn district was 
ravaged. He was w earing his Big Apple 
pin. 
‘We w ere just m aking som e progres- 
s ,’’ he m ourned “ We had a new garage 
a t 125th Street, w ith facilities for a shop­ 
ping plaza and a m otel on top. 
Now 
e v e r y t h i n g is r u i n e d . 
A 
l i t t l e 
entrepreneur goes overnight from being 
a store owner to a w elfare client.” 
“ I wish C arter would go th e re ,” he 
said. “ I wish he would see for him self 
the powder keg and see how little it takes 
to set it off. 
It's not a question of 
justification. Those people w ere break­ 
ing the law. 
But the governm ent is 
breaking the law letting them live in 
those places 
There com es a breaking 
point. 
This w asn ’t rac ial, it was 
econom ic 
Sixty per cent of my con­ 
stituents are unem ployed.” 
O ther politicians think that New York 
should hang out the “ No V isitors” sign 
until the city com es out of intensive 
care. 
C arter, although he enjoys preaching 
his gospel of love, m ay not w ant to in­ 
volve him self in the situation 
T here is, 
in any case, not a g reat deal to say. It is 
w ithout redeem ing social value. A large 
utility com pany had goofed The black­ 
out had not only shut down the country’s 
largest city. 
It had destroyed its illu­ 
sions about itself. 
R ep 
Hami l t on Fish, R-N.Y. , an 
aristo crat from M illbrook, within whose 
district the lightning struck Con E d’s 
fragile generators, said, “ I am not sur­ 
prised. The tem ptation is always there. 
You are poor, you are hungry, you are 
unemployed. 
The opportunity presents 
itself in concert with a great m any other 
people to help yourself. The mob takes 
over 
It is no tim e to be rational, it is 
pitch black and you take your sh a re .” 
Fish is hoping that a bill which com es 
up in conference next week giving added 
relief under the Sm all Business Ad­ 
m inistration can be “ tortured a little 
bit” to help New Y ork’s w iped-out 
shopkeepers, m any of whom had no in­ 
surance because the insurance com ­ 
p an ies n ev e r sh a re d the hopes of 
sociologists and politicians that things 
w ere getting better. 
They knew without Jim m y C arter tell­ 
ing them that whole sections of New 
York are a perm anent and m ajor dis­ 
aster area, just w aiting for Con E d’s 
thunderbolt.
